[From th eS au Francisco Bulletin.J 
Professor George B. Davidson,of tbe 
U nited States Coast Survey and Presi­ 
dent of th e California Academy of 
Sciences, left this city nearly a year 
ago, w ith the chief object of superin­ 
tending th e observations of the transit 
of Venus from the Japan station, and 
subsequently to inspect the great sys­ 
tem s of irrigation in the Old W orld, 
w ith reference to improved irrigation 
in this State. Professor Davidson had 
reached T urin, Italy, when last heard 
from, and u letter just received from 
him by a friend in this city, dated a t 
Turin, Ju ly 11th, will be read w ith in­ 
terest. A fter speaking of two m onths 
delay in his travels, in consequence of 
the illness of Mrs. Davidson In Japan 
and unexpected detention in India, 
the Professor writes: 
In India T traveled over 3,800 miles 
and 
exam ined seven of the great 
schemes of irrigation,w here the works 
were in various stages of progress as 
well as complete. It is marvelous 
w hat they have done, as well as what 
they have projected; and I feel th at by 
this personal exam ination of tlie de­ 
tails and a careful study of the great 
projects, 1 have gathered a vast am ount 
of inform ation useful to our needs of 
irrigation from 100 deg. m eridian to 
the Pacific. 
Every facility and assist­ 
ance was afforded me by the Viceroy 
and the Royal engineers who have 
charge of the different works. 
I had 
no reason to think that any inform a­ 
tion was w ithheld. 
On the contrary, 
had I been two m ouths earlier, I would 
have been shown all the works of tiie 
Southern aud Eastern coasts toward 
Madras, and some of the inundation 
works near Lahore. 
But from those I 
visited I gathered all that was abso­ 
lutely necessary to com prehend tbeir 
works beyond the dry outlines of the 
books. 
In E gypt I traveled 1,250 m iles and 
gave up 38 days to exam ining the 
Suez Canal and the inundation work 
of Egypt. 
A t the request of General 
Stone, I extended my inquiries far up 
the Nile, and wrote him a long letter 
expressing m y views of the best sys­ 
tem for th at country. 
H e expressed 
him self greatly pleased therew ith, and 
perhaps m ore especially as it was in 
conflict w ith the (English) Fow ler 
scheme, w hich proposed to turn the 
whole N ile out of its bed and $35,000,­ 
000 out of the K hedive’s treasury. 
The E nglish project would sw am p the 
nation financially, and perhaps agri­ 
culturally, every few years. 
My pro­ 
ject will be placed, word for word, be­ 
fore the Khedive, and I am not afraid 
to have it criticised severely as an en­ 
gineering and commercial project. 
To-morrow I visit the great “Cavour 
Canal,” th a t irrigates the greater part 
of Lom bardy, and with some of the 
Italian engineers, I exam ine the works 
at Chivasso, Lalluggia and Mercelli. 
Afterward I shall exam ine the great 
pum ping 
works near Ferrera, for 
drainage, etc. 
All this work lias 
given me little tim e for sight-seeing, 
and I see a vastam ouut of work yet to 
be done before I cross the A tlantic. 
B ut I cannot lose this opportunity of 
learning from actual works w hat may 
be of value to our citizens of the Paci­ 
fic Coa9t. I have got over 22,000 miles 
of land and w ater since I left San 
Francisco, and will cover about 13,000 
m ore before returning.

Express Line Extension. 


Mr. C h a s . H. W e l l s , son of Mr. 
W e l l s of W e l l s F a r g o & Co., passed 
through this city some ten weeks ago 
on his way to Arizona and New Mex­ 
ico, whither lie went for the purpose 
of establishing an express line extend­ 
ing from San Diego to the interior. 
Ho returned to this city last Friday 
and left on the Orizaba for San Fran­ 
cisco on Saturday. He has opened 
two liues of express, one going by way 
of Y uma through the ren al moun­ 
tains by way of Tucson to Silver City. 
The Northern route is by way of Pres­ 
cott, Hardyville and Phoenix. The 
new line is in fact a branch of W e l l s 
F a r g o & Co’s express though it will 
be known as the California, Arizona 
and New Mexico Express Company. 
It is the purpose of the company to 
run weekly, tri-weekly or daily as 
the business will warrant. The wag­ 
ons for stocking the route are now on 
their way out from the East and Mr. 
W e l l s has gone to San Francisco for 
the purpose of employing agents and 
messengers. The inaugerator of this 
Express Company—Mr. W e l l s —lias 
been connected with the old and pop­ 
ular company at the head of which 
stands his father, from liis boyhood 
days, and he is familiar w ith every 
branch and department of the busi­ 
ness. He is confident that the new 
enterprise In which he has just en­ 
gaged will prove a financial success 
and materially aid in the settlement 
uud development if the rich and ex­ 
tensive country over which his routes 
extend. 


T H E SQUIRR EL PEST. 


The Chinese had a grand festival 
last night. Candles, fire-crackers and 
p ra y e rs w ere 
burned with perfect 
reck lessn ess. 


Judge Chas. Lindley has written the 
following letter to one of the editors of 
the Contra Costa Gazette in response 
to u letter from that gentleman re­ 
questing the Judge’s opinion of the 
squirrel law of Contra Costa county: 
To Chas. B. Porter, of the Contra Costa 
Gazette: 
D e a r S i r : Your letter and various 
numbers of the Contra Costa Gazette 
and a copy of your squirrel law came 
duly to hand. 
I regret th at I have 
been so much in ignorance as to your 
local law and your efforts to extermi­ 
nate the pests in your county and Ala­ 
meda. The evil is great and must be 
met by effective remedies. The expe­ 
rience of your people ought to furnish 
the best evidence as to the efficiency 
of your local law. 
If it is a success, 
then let it be extended to the other 
counties of the State. If I had known 
of its existence and of the efforts to 
put it in operation, I should never 
have published my draft of an act for 
the accomplishment of the same pur­ 
pose, without informing myself as to 
your local act, and especially as to its 
efficiency in execution. I am not 
wedded to my own rough draft nor to 
any particular plan. I only desire to 
see an efficient general law upon the 
subject. 
Upon the mere reading of 
your law, it appears to me that there 
are too many conditions, uncertain­ 
ties and complications about it to ad­ 
m it of efficient execution; but if the 
squirrels were ear-marked and brand­ 
ed, and known to belong to a particu­ 
lar man’s farm, and had no migratory 
habits, then it would be practicable to 
hold him to the duty of destroying 
them and make it a penal offense if 
tie did not. 
Experiences under your law may 
demonstrate that these appearances 
are not real obstacles. 
The advan­ 
tages I hud in my mind pertaining to 
the plan of turning out all able-bodied 
citizens five or six days in the year, 
consisted in the training of the people 
for this work. 
I observe by your paper that your 
people are depending much upon vol­ 
untary associations to accomplish the 
same ends, and assist in executing the 
law which would probably be a dead 
letter without such assistance. The 
object in levyingtax by school districts 
as expressed in my draft was to make 
the vacant lands pay for killing the 
squirrels th ey produce. 
The 
tax 
would be light if the plan of turning 
out the people to do the killing, were 
adopted. 
Upon the subject of a special lien 
on the land provided for in your law 
for the expeuses of a Squirrel Inspec­ 
tor, concerning which you ask my 
opinion, I can only say that I have 
not the facilities at hand to make the 
necessary examination, as a predicate 
for a satisfactory opinion. At first 
glance it seems to me that the demand 
must first go to judgment for an ascer­ 
tained amount on a claim, which 
must be considered in the nature of a 
penalty for non-performance of a pub­ 
lic duty which the law enjoins. The 
lien as in other cases would date from 
the judgment and would be general 
rather than special. 
Your law calls this liability a debt. 
Strictly speaking it requires the con­ 


sent of a debtor and creditor to create 
a debt. 
W hen a penalty in the way 
o f a fine has been adjudged against a 
person by a court or a competent jur­ 
isdiction it then becomes a debt. A 
person cannot be divested of his prop­ 
erty without his consent except by due 
process of law. Your squirrel process 
may be a ‘‘due process.”

not only one but several ‘‘test cases” 
to ascertain its full meaning. Before 
it is extended to the other counties, 
allowing its theories to be right, it 
needs to be thorougly reconstructed, 
so as to give it greater brevity, certain­ 
ty, directness and efficiency.

Irwin drew out at the start, but La- 
tbrop took the lead, pulling steadily. 
Riley turned the stake, gaining two 
lengths; Lathrop second, Robinson 
third, Mann fourth. Riley then began 
to draw away from Lathrop and pulled 
ahead, but Lathrop turned the mile 
stake first, with Riley second. Court­ 
ney led ltiley about two lengths 011 
the third half mile and won the race 
by about four lengths, easily.

CONDENSED TELEG R A M S . 


The appointments of the First As­ 
sistant Postmaster General will be 
made from New England. General 
Plerrepont resumed his official duties 
to-day. 
The attempted assassination of M il­ 
ler, the U. S. Gauger In Chicago, from 
facts which came to light, is believed 
to have been instigated by the distil­ 
lers. against whom Miller had damag­ 
ing testimony. There is, however, no 
positive evidence implicating the dis­ 
tillers. 
A dispatcli from London says the 
Porte has written to Austria and Ger­ 
many, thanking them for their offices 
in tbe Herzegovinian affair. 
A W ashington special says there is 
to be a uew deal in the Chicago Cus­ 
tom House muddle. So much influ­ 
ence has been brought to bear upon 
the President and Secretary Bristow, 
that they have jointly decided on the 
appointment of a new Commission, 
large enough to contain the prominent 
engineers, architects and builders of 
the country, to secure a final report in 
this matter, which must end the con­ 
troversies on this subject. 
A Yankton dispatch dated the 24th 
inst. says: 
C. L. Allen, the leader of numerous 
parties that left here this Spring for 
the Black Hills, returned to Yankton 
overland last night, nine days from 
Stonewall City. 
He is here for the 
purpose of filing the plat of Stonewall 
City for record and the purchase of 
provisions. 
Mr. Allen gives the most 
flattering reports of the diggings in 
that country, and. says the m iners 
working with the pan make from $2 
to $9 daily; with the rocker, $8 to $10 
per day, and working with sluices, 
still more. He has some very fine 
specimens of placer gold and quite a 
quantity of it. H e says the country 
is full of quartz rock that has every 
indication of being rich in gold. 
The Secretary of the Treasury has 
rendered the following decision in ref­ 
erence to the five-twenties of 1805, 
Majr and November, and the five- 
twenties of 1865, January and July: 
“ The books and records of the Depart­ 
ment show th at the five-twenties of 
1865, May and November, known as 
old sixty-fives, were the first of these 
two loans issued, the date of the issues 
being October, 1865; while the consols 
of 1865, January and July, known as 
new sixty-fives, although the bonds 
bear on their face the date of July 1, 
1865, were not issued until October, 
1866. 
Therefore it follows th at the 
five-twenties of 1865, May and N o­ 
vember, known as the old sixty-fives, 
being the first issued under the law, 
must be the first called in. The date 
given on the face of the bond is not to 
be taken as the date of issue, but the 
fact is established by the record of tlie 
department 011 application of the law. 


From the San Francisco Bulletin of 
the 19 inst. we clip the following no­ 
tice of an accomplished rogue who 
once figured in Los Angeles: 
Frank Avalos was convicted in the 
Municipal Court yesterday m orning 
of obtaining property by false preten­ 
ses. This man is a prince of confi­ 
dence men. He first appeared in this 
city as acircus-rider, in 1856or’57, and 
since then he has been engaged in 
crooked business. In 1850 he wascon- 
victed of obtaining property by false 
pretenses, and committed to tbe Coun­ 
ty Jail for two years. Just before his 
term expired he was released by exec­ 
utive clemency. 
He then went to 
Los Angeles, and nnder the name of 
G. H. G. Ross he was sentenced to tlie 
State Prison for ten years. 
Under the 
name of Durand, Hernandez, Avalos, 
Frankheim, Ross and Brazos he has 
frequently been sent to jail from the 
Municiple and Police Courts. 
It is 
said he has not lived outside of Prison 
eighteen months in the past eighteen 
years. He will appear for sentence on 
Saturday.

An Able Letter from an Old Democrat. 


E ditor H e r a l d : 
A s George L. W ood 
stated lu his speech th a t the Democratic 
party had inaugurated the rebellion and were 
responsible for the present deplorable finan­ 
cial condition of the country, I th in k In m y 
last com m unication i showed t He contrary 
was tne ease and th at It was th e vam pyres 
and traitorous leaders of I he Republican 
party th at placed every obstacle In tire way 
o ta peaceable adjustm ent of our national dif­ 
ficulties, and quoted 7,. C handler's letter to 
show th at their m ain object was to Inaugurate 
u war with the South aud overthrow our Re­ 
publican G overnm ent and establish a des­ 
potism In its stead, and I prom ised to show 
th a t every act of the Houth from the seizure 
of the forts w ithin their Jurisdiction to the su r­ 
render of Lee was w arranted by the C onstitu­ 
tion and principles of our governm ent, and 
th at every act of tho Repuolicati party has 
been in violation of th at C onstitution aud 
R easonable in Its character, and tor the proof 
of which let facts be subm itted to u candid 
and deceived people. 
W hen we ievert back to the tim e prior to 
the A m erican Revolution we see on th e 
E astern slope of N ortu A m erica along th e 
shores of the A tlantic Ucean thirteen separate 
colonies. 
These colonies were indeed ce­ 
m ented w ith E ngland as their m other coun­ 
try, but In their relations w ith each other 
they were Independent and sovereign. It was 
also true th a t the Colonies were of com m on 
blood and spoke a com m on language and 
were fam iliar with the sam e traditions, an d 
In relation to G reat Britain had com m on 
rights and interests a t stake und com m on 
habits of reasoning about them . It is not 
surprising, therefore, th at when England e n ­ 
croached on the rights of M assachusetts th a t 
all the colonies should express the liveliest 
interest for her sufferings. H er fate m ight 
soon be theirs, as the present fate of th e 
.Southern Stutes m ay soon be ours. M agna 
C hurtaund the English Common Law w as 
still theirs, ns they are still ours. M agna 
C narla had ever been th e fundam ental laws 
In their colonies, and th eir code was alw ays 
the equitable code of English com m on law. 
The revolution of the colonies, t herelorc, was 
not undertaken to obtain, but to m aintain, 
their freedom; not because they were not free­ 
m en, but because a tyrannous attem p t was 
m ade to m ake them slaves. W hen they be- 
cume Independent they wcro uo more free 
th an they und their fathers hud alw rys been; 
and us M ugua C harla and the English C om ­ 
mon Law was still theirs, as they are still 
ours, for having been the fundam ental law iu 
every Colony, they still rem ained suprem e 
when the Colonics becam e .States,and never 
yet having been abrogated they are still tlio 
fundam ental law in alm ost every A m erican 
State. The declaration then neither m ade 
the States free nor did it condescend to prove 
their right to freedom. It sim ply declared 
the fact. In like m anner the D eclaration did 
not m ake th em Independent. It proclaim ed 
th at they were already Independent. T heir 
sovereign, by the nbuseof a sovereignty law ­ 
fully acquired, had given them the right of 
rebellion and revolution against him . So th a t 
they were now justified in rejecting his sov­ 
ereignty and in achieving their independence 
by the force of arm s. B ut it is not the right 
to achieve independence that it asserted by 
the D eclaration. It is the fact of actual exist­ 
ing independence, und this assertain was 
based botn on law and on fact. On law, be­ 
cause the K ing of E ngland hud declared them 
out of his protection; on fact, because th e 
K ing's aulhority had ceased lo exist; and as 
M agna C harta had given them the right to 
judge of the Infraction ns well as the modo 
and m easure of redress, they seized the forts, 
arsenals, etc., w ithin the Jurisdiction of th e 
colonies, and in their own chosen way re­ 
dressed th eir wrongs. 
As the principies of 
M agna C harta are not fam iliar w ith everyone 
a t this present tim e, I here quote from th e 
slxty-flrat chapter of th a t Instrum ent: 
“61. But forasm uch as we lmve granted a ll 
these things aforesaid to God, both for th e 
am endm ent of one kingdom and for the b et­ 
ter settling of the discord which has sprung 
up between us and our burroughs; and foras­ 
m uch as we desire th at these things should 
rem ain in perfect and com plete stability for­ 
ever, therefore we do m ake and grant th em 
the sureties uuderw rltien,to-w tt: T h at the bur­ 
roughs m ay elect twenty-five burroughs of ih e 
Kingdom , whom they please, w ho shall w ith 
their whole power observe, keep and cause to 
be observed the liberties which we have 
granted and confirm ed to them by this o u r 
Charter; th a t is to say, If we or our Judiciary, 
or our bailiffs, or anyofourofilcers,shall have 
injured an y one In anything o r shall have 
transgressed any article of peace or security, 
and tne Injury shall be shown to four of th e 
aforesaid flve-and-twenty burroughs, the four 
burroughs shall como to us.or to our Judiciary 
if we shall be out of the Kingdom , und m a k ­ 
ing known to us the wrong com m itted shall 
petition us to cause it to be redressed w ithout 
delay. And if we or our Judiciary, if we be 
not in the Kingdom , do not redress tho wrong 
w ithin forty days, to be reckoned from th e 
tim e wheu we were notified thereof or w hen 
our judiciary were notified were notified if we 
were not w ithin tho Kingdom, the aforesaid 
four burroughs shall lay Ihe cause before th e 
residue of the flve-and-twenty burroughs, an d 
they, the flve-and-twenty burroughs,with th e 
com m unity of tile whole laud, shall harass 
and distress us in w hatever way they shall be 
able, by the capture of our castles, lands and 
possessions, and by any other m eans they can 
until the injury have been redressed, accord­ 
ing to their judgment, saving harm less our own 
person and the persons of our qu een and ch il­ 
dren; and w hen the wrong hath been re ­ 
dressed they shall behave to us as they have 
done before. A nd whoever of our land sh all 
please m ay sw ear th at lie will obey the coln- 
tn an d so f the afoeesald flve-and-twenty bur­ 
roughs iu accom plishing all these aforesaid 
things, and th a t together witli them lie will 
harass us according to his power. And we do 
publicly and freely grant to every m an who 
chooses leave to take this oath, nor will we 
ever forbid any m an to take It. 
Now, here was a rig h t in h eren t in every 
E nglishm an w ho resided in the Colonies—a 
rig h t to protect th eir life, liberty and prop­ 
erty. 
Tho D eclaration of Independence, 
tnerefore, w rought no change in the political 
statu s of the States. It sim ply declared th a t 
the usurpations of theSoverelgn had already 
brought ab o u t a change, by w hicti, from be­ 
ing colonies of E ngland, they had become 
free and independent .States 
It did n o t 
m ake them free. 
T heir ancestors, the orig­ 
inal colonists, were free-born E nglishm en, 
and had tran sm itted th eir rights and lib er­ 
ties undim inished to th eir children. 
Now, the question here to be decided is; 
A fter becoming free and independent S tates, 
did they possess the sam e liberties they pos­ 
sessed w hile under Colonial G overnm ents ? 
Did they lose an y of th eir rights and liberties 
by gaining th eir independence? 
Or, In 
plain term s, was the R evolutionary W ar 
fought for the purpose of converting E nglish 
freem en into A m erican slaves? If not, th en 
the Southern Htates, under Mugnti C harta, 
had the rig h t to seize th e forts and arsenals 
under her Jurisdiction, w hen she conceived 
her liberties threatened. 
The principles of 
M agna C harta uro transferred to our C onsti­ 
tution, and in the third division of Sec. 10, in 
the first A rticle, of our C onstitution, tt says: 
“ No State sh all, w ithout tho consent of Con­ 
gress, keep troops or sh p sof w ar in tim e of 
peace, en ter in to any agreem ent or com pact 
w ith any o th er S tate or w ith a foreign power, 
or engage in war, unless actually Invaded or 
la such Im m in en t danger as w ill not ad m it 
of delays.” Does it noi stand to reason th a t 
when a S tate considers herself in such im m i­ 
n en t dunger as w ill not adm it of delay, th a t 
she m ay do these tilings und in doing them 
she is in no way violating the principles of 
our governm ent, ns laid uowu in Ihe C onsti­ 
tu tio n ? B ut, to set tbe m atter still clearer, 
let us look a t tlie second article to th e 
A m endm ents to the C onstitution: “ A well- 
regulated m ilitia being necessary to the suc­ 
cess of a free S tate, tlie rlghtof ttie people to 
kcep an d bear arm s shall not be iiiiringcd.” 
Now, if a w ell-regulated m ilitia is necessary 
to tire security ol it State, then, w hen a S late 
is m enaced, and in her opinion It is necessa­ 
ry to call out h e rm llltla for herow n security 
by this clause In the C onstitution she h ad 
tho right to do It: and by virtue of their in- 
inherent rig h t, under M agna C harta and th e 
first article of the C onstitution, th e S o u th ­ 
ern States seized th e forts and arsenals u n ­ 
der h erju risd ictlo n , and under the C onstitu­ 
tional rig h t to use her m ilitia tor tho secu­ 
rity of her S tate, V irginia called out her m i­ 
litia and paraded th em on h e r own soil. 
W hat arilcfe of the C onstitution did she vio ­ 
late ? She was exercising her C onstitutional 
right. And now, Mr. Wood, we ask for th e 
first scintilla of Constitutional right in Mr. 
Lincoln to invade the sacred soil of V liginia 
to disarm her m ilitia. If he can find uo 
such C onstitutional right, then we refer yon 
to tho th ird section of th e third article of th e 
Constitution, w hich says: “ Treason agnln.it 
tho U nited Slates shall consist o n ly In lev y ­ 
ing War against them or In adhering to th eir 
enem ies, glvlDg them utd¡und com fort.” W e 
know war was levied and somebody com m it­ 
ted treason. W as It Mr. W ood? 
W hen a 
President com m its au act authorized by th e 
C o-.sl.futlon, it need* no Congressional e n ­ 
actm ent to m ake It legal. 
The first session 
of Congress called h r Mr. Lincoln passed an 
act legalizing his act In levying w ar against 
Hie South. It was apparent to th em w ho h ad 
com m itted treason, and us tie had usurped 
the power of Congress in declaring war, so 
now they usurped the power of th e Judiciary 
and pronounced him not. guilty. 
The e»p- 
m les of our country, Mr. Wood, are those 
who violate our laws -w ho set aside the Con­ 
stitution—no m atter on w hat pretext. He is 
quite as m uch an enem y who transcends th e 
authority of the Union, professing to m a in ­ 
tain it, as the rebel who so openly defies its 
authority. 
We have no right to m ake w ar 
for anything else th an the enforcem ent of 
the laws, and if we do not ourselves know 
w .iut our institutions are, or, w h at am ounts 
to tb e game thing, perm it public officers to 
modify them a t will, then It is clear th at we 
cannot determ ine w hat is loyalty on one 
hand, or treason on the other. 
The C onstitution defines every power th a t 
can he exercised, expressly reserving certain 
rights of persons and property: prescribing 
in num erous cases the mode of persecution 
for oflbnses and m easuring the e x te n t of p u n ­ 
ishm ent as for treason, declaring w hat m ag­ 
istrates and others shall do to gain Jutisdlc- 
tlon of alleged offenses. Is It no t true th at a ll 
these provisions of the law have been eith er 
disregarded or annulled by the R epublican 
arty and th e adm inistration th ey endorse ? 
lal by Jury has been habitually denied. 
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Persons have been and are now dally arresl- 
e 1 and im prisoned by m ilitary authority, In 
utter disregard of th e C onsiitution. In U tah, 
ttie Jaii was broken down and the prisoners 
released by m ilitary authority in utter disre- 
gare of the civil law und the C onstitution of 
our country. In M innesota persons, w ithout 
process of law. have been im prisoned by 
m ilitary authority in defiance of the civil 
authority o tho State, Private properly lias 
been tak en for public use by inilitury orders. 
Freedom of spceeti has been suppressed by 
m ilitary orders. For exercising the freedom 
of speech, Mr. Wood, you tried to have m e 
hung In the Dalis. The privilege of th e w rit 
of habeas corpus tins been suspended by Mr. 
G rant, in u tter violation of the Constitution, 
and all the m achinery of m artial law is in 
operation throughout the United States to­ 
day. This array of treason to the Union and 
to every principle of free governm ent, em ­ 
braces only some of the offenses com m itted 
against th e C onstitutional authority of tho 
U nited 8 ta es by th e Republican party, und 
it is for the people lo decide w hether tho 
Democratic party o r the Republican party is 
responsible for th e present sad condition of 
our once prosperous country.

After powerful speeches last night 
for the prosecution and defense, the 
Hewitt case was given to the jury at 
1:15 this morning. 
Later.—After the jury had been out 
fifty-five minutes they returned with 
a verdict of guilty. The defendant's 
attorneys made a motion for a new 
trial, and sentence was reserved until 
next Monday. 
Bail was refused and 
tiie prisoner was remanded to the cus­ 
tody of the Sheriff.
